Petrograd, Monday, Oct. 29 — 
Foreisrn Minister Tereacohenko, 
in addressing the preliminary 
paHiament today, said a ae^arate 
peace waa imposaible ani that 
defense of Jtussian tattitory was 
one of tbe'fondainental needs. 

The Foreign Minister said the 
absolute independence of Gour* 
land and perhaps of Poland and 
Lithuania, was impossible, as it 
would mean that Russia would 
return to the days before Peter. 
He also asserted complete de- 
mobilization and disarmament 
and neatnlization of eanala and 
straits were impossible. Rus- 
sia's foreign policy had not 
changed, the Minister contiBaed 
suioe the firat statement enun- 
ciating the prineiplea of no in- 
demnities, no annexations and 
the right of nations to self*de- 
finition. 

"The people must understand 
that the war is being carried on 
not by governments, but by na- 
tions," he added. "As the na- 
tions began the fighting, so they 
must end it. Rossia and France 
firat held back the foes, and so 
they eontinoe. 

M. Toreatchenko declared that 
the offers for a separate peace 
and the aoitiment in favor of 
them were strongest last May, 
when they were followed by the 
Russian offensive. 

"There is a rumor that the al- 
lies wished to leave Russia to 
her fate, "the Foreign Minister 
continued, "but I state officially 
that it is untrue. 

"Germany's aim ia to aepacate 
Russia from the allies and if 
poaaiUe, to do this by peaoefol 
means, in order to use Ruasia 
economically afterward. 

"While the other nations at 
war are unable ti> continue civil 
industry, German:* has be^n so 
well organized from the begin- 
ning that sh#> hgg been able to 
continue her efforts to carry on 
trade. She looks upon Russia 
as her market. Therefore, the 
defense of Russian territory is 
one. of the fandamental needs 
Mfft for if Germany geta into 
Russia opmmerdally, after the 
war, we ahall havenoaell-defini- 
tkm afterward." 

MORS PEACE TALK. 

"There never haa been more 
peace talk in Germany and Aus- 
tria than now," said the minis- 
ter. "I am confident Germany 
was insincere in the reported re- 
cent offer for the freedom of 
Belgium, without the freedom of 
Alsace-Lorraine, and in the in- 
timation that th|a would be her 
laat offnr. She will make more. 
"Gerpiaiiy is now eonoeotrat- 

ing her efforta to afEect her en- 
emies economically. For instance 
her attkek en Riga wDa not atrat- 

egical, but in pursuance of a far- 
sighted policy of striking at our 
weakest point, hoping to ruin 
the economic life of the country. 
Too much importance must not 
be given to today's Italian de- 
feat, as this also is for mere 
economic effect." 

M. Terestdienko's speech waa 
cheered throughout by the Con- 
servatives, but be was heckled 
more than applauded by the Bol- 
aheviki. The American. British 
and Italian ambassadors were 
present where the Speech waa de- 
livered.

The aomodng up is, in the 
main, correct The Germans 
cannot h<HM to wm the war by 
their blow against Italy They 
may hope that by a great suc- 
cess in that quarter they may so 
discourage the allies that peace 
could be negotiated during the 
present winter, but the Gorman 
staff knows aa well as any other 
that, if th^ war goea on. the 
war most be decided by the out- 
come of the atrifo between the 
armiea now facing each other on 
the plains of Flanders. 

We think, however, that the 
military writer of the New York

Pota- 
toea are now' $1.75 per boahel, 
com meal 6 cents per pound, 
fresh meat from 38 to 55 eenta 
per pound, chickena %l Mch« ap- 
ples $1.60 {{er boshela. butter 50 
centQ per pound, eggs 50 per doz- 
en, sugar 10 cents per pound and 
only 2 pounJj to a customer, 
coal $8 per ton and none to buy. 
The dealers say they can't buy 
it. I have about two or three 
bushels now. The street car 
men here in Hamilton went on a 
strike last Sonday morning. No 
city ewrs or' int«rnrban running 
here or between Cincinnati and 
Dayton, to-night'a paper aaya 
no settlement in sight yet The 
F<Hrd owners are reaping a har^ 
vest now. They charge ten 
cents for a ride through the city 
to and from work. Some of the 
concerns are using their big 
motor trucks to haul their em- 
ployees to and from work free, 
which is highly appreciated by 
the men.
